In  the  preceding  article,  attention  wis  called  to 
three  of  the  things  that  must  be  considered  In  the 
study  of  the  subject,  ijliese  were.  God’s  Owner¬ 
ship.  Christ's  !>ordshlp,  and  Man’s  Possession  and 

Responsibility. 

No  particular  effort  was  made  to  establish  the 
facts  In  the  ease;  we  Won*  trying  to  emphasize 
the  facts.  It  seems  logical  now  that  the  respon¬ 
sibility  of  man  in  the  position  he  holdR  In  his 
relations  should  be  brought  to  mind.  So  we  now 
consider — 

What  Ood't  Word  to y*  of  thii  rcnponrtbtltty. 

In  most  all  the  things  that  were  mentioned  be¬ 
fore,  as  to  which  we  are  reluted  to  God  as  the 
owner,  tho  truth  has  hen  faithfully'  pro¬ 
claimed.  But  there  hasj  been  one  that  has  not 
boon  emphasized  so  earnestly.  That  was.  a  Bible 
doctrine  about  money.  l(i  ferrlng  to  specific  plans 
concerning  Its  use; 

With  no  thoughts  of  reproof  In  mind,  but  stat¬ 
ing  as  facts,  there  were  two  reasons  for  the  neg¬ 
lect: 

1.  In  order  that  no  rbotn  might  be  given  for 
any  one  to  have  cause  to  believe  that  salvation  la 
not  wholly  of  Grace.  Tills  may  seem  far-fetched. 
But  Illustrations  of  all  ao|rts  can  be  given  to  show 
that  some  have  made  Reuses  by  the  earnest 
preaching  of  the  Bible  llortrlne  of  stewardship. 
Some  excuse  of  the  sort!  has  caused  a  hesitancy 
In  emphasis  of  specific  dbctrtne. 

2.  The  other  reason  Is.  that  none  might  ever 
have  cause  to  accuse  the  preacher  of  being  mer¬ 
cenary.  He  wanted  to  emphasize  that  hts  call 
was  of  God.  To  do  this,  be  was  willing  to  under¬ 
go  all  sorts  of  sacrifices  These  two  facts  are 
facta,  and  as  said  before;  there  Is  no  effort  here 
to  reprove.  Par  be  It  from  the  writer  to  have 
such  a  spirit  of  accusation  for  the  workers  who 
have  accomplished  so  mnph,  and  have  made  pres¬ 
ent  plans  feasible. 

Here  are  two  things  that  come  to  mind  for 
our  consideration: 

1.  The  relation  of  man  and  money,  and 

2.  What  God’s  Word  saps  about  man’s  steward¬ 
ship  of  money. 

What  it  the  relation  of  man  and  money  f  Or  Is 
there  any  specific  relatlori?  Tour  dictionary  tells 
you  that  money  Is  the  accepted  medium  of  ex¬ 
change.  It  Is.  May  it  not  also  be  said  that  money 
It  the  practical  measure  of  energy?  The  things 
possessed  by  man  represent  the  expenditure  of 
energy.  This  Is  true  Indeed  of  any  case.  Perhaps 
some  one  will  say  that  things  Inherited  do  not 
represent  the  expenditure  of  energy.  Perhape  not 
to  attain,  but  the  keeping  In  his  possession  re¬ 
quires  energy,  That  everything  does  not  come 
by  expending  the  same  amount  of  energy  Is  ad¬ 
mitted. 

To  put  the  statement  lb  other  words  with  the 
same  meaning  let  us  say  (hat  money  is  the  practi¬ 
cal  measure  of  value.  When  a  farm  Is  for  sale, 
Its  value  Is  stated  In  terms  of  money.  In  a  real 
sense,  that  farm  represents  the  energy  of  the 
owner.  But,  energy  Is  olj  the  man.  If  It  Is  part 
of  the  man,  being  of  the  man,  then  money  In  a 
large  way  represents  man,  For  example,  so  far 
as  a  man  is  known  to  ajiother,  It  Is  Impossible 
to  think  of  him  without  thinking  of  his  posses¬ 
sions.  Suppose  that  onb  Is  Introduced  as  Mr. 
Smith,  the  lawyer.  When  he  Is  recognised  again 
It  will  be  a  recognition  jn  which  the  lawyer,  as 
well  as  personal  features  figures.  The  Idea  could 
be  developed  to  a  much  greater  degree,  but  we 
forbear  the  misuse  of  spice 

Now  there  are  two  things  that  are  needed  to 
carry  out  the  will  of  Christ.  Folks,  and  their 
support.  The  one  wlthqut  the  other  I*  Impos¬ 
sible.  And,  more,  each  Is  of  equal  value  In  Its 
place.  To  put  another  s«t  of  words,  the  require¬ 
ment  for  doing  the  will  of  Christ,  Is  a  physical

I  have  made  a  study  of  the  needs  of  our  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  people  In  their  work  far  world-wide 
evangelism.  I  have  discovered,  I  think,  the  weak 
point  In  their  preparation  for  carrying  put  such 
a  world  wide  program.  The  weak  point  ie  our 
shortage  Ip  Baptist  academies  for  secondary  edu¬ 
cation.  !  My  reason  for  this  statement  is  that 
90^,  approximately,  of  the  ministerial  and  mis¬ 
sionary  students  In  our  seminaries  and  training 
schools  come  from  our  secondary  schools.  This 
Is  due  primarily  to  the  fact  that  our  Baptist 
schools  furnish  an  atmosphere  In  which  young 
men  and  young  women  can  hear  the  call  of  God 
to  special  service.  When  we  consider  that  there 
are  very  few  Baptist  academies  compared  to  the 
number  of  state  high  "bchooU.  we  can  see  the 
Importance,  from  a  denominational  standpoint, 
of  fostering  schools  in  which  our  young  men  and 
young  women  can  have  an  atmosphere  where 
they  can  hear  the  divine  cell. 

The  primary  reason  for  Baptists  being  In  the 
field  of  education  Is  for  kingdom  anl  denomina¬ 
tional  purposes.  If  It  Is  simply  to  educate,  then 
all  our  schools  are  liabilities  rather  than  asset* 
because  we  are  simply  duplicating  what  the  state 
schools  are  doing  But  when  our  purpose  In  fo» 
terlng  academies,  colleges  and  universities  Is  for 
the  extension  of  the  kingdom  and  for  denomina¬ 
tional  purppses.  then  we  have  a  divine  reason  for 
entering  the  field  of  education.  And  this  being 
so  we  should  place  the  emphasis  on  the  kingdom 
and  denominational  purpose  of  eeck  school  foe- 
tered  by  our  people  end  see  to  It  that  in  these 
schools  the  atmosphere  and  the  training  shall  be 
<’)i rial tah  and  denominational. 

It  Is  quite  evident  that  our  denomination  IS 
going  to  face  a  great  crlsli  In  the  near  future,  due 
to  the  fact  that  there  Is  a  growing  shortage  of 
ministerial  and  mlsalonary  Mudents  In  oar  col¬ 
leges.  seminaries  and  training  schools,  compared 
to  the  Increase  In  our  denominational  numbers.

and  benevolent  objects.  Among  other  sensible 
things  things.  Its  says:  'This  Is  the  final  outcome

a  Ore  that  doesn't  have  to  be  engendered  and  en¬ 
gineered  by  a  professional  leader  through  the 
friction  of  baton  and  mechanical  manipulation. 
It  will  epress  Itself  also  in  glud  fellowship  of  the 
brethren  as  they  meet  in  God's  house.  It  will  be 
seen  In  the  eager  desire  for  the  salvation  of  the 
lost.  If  these  things  are  hot  visible  In  your 
church  then  beware  that  the  lamp  stand  Is  not 
removed. 

This  quality  may  not  be  described  by  any  of  the 
terms  used  above.  It  cannot  be  adequately  de¬ 
scribed.  but  everybody  knows  when  It  is  in  the 
church.  And  when  Jt  is  not,  there  is  a  painful 
sense  of  Its  gbsence.  I  have  seen  a  church  lose  it 
In  a  few  months  time.  Thor-  is  a  geniality  In 
the  atmosphere  of  a  true  church  of  Jesus  Christ, 
that  can  be  found  nowhere  else.  It  belongs  there, 
and  Is  its  character  and  its  life.  When  It  Is  not 
there,  then  beware!  I  will  retnove  (he  lamp  stand 
out  of  Its  place.  There  is  no  need  qf  a  lump  stand 
if  the  lamp  Is  gone. 

And  yet  there  is  no  need  to  despair  even  in  a 
serious  condition  like  this.  There  is  need  for 
alarm,  but  not  for  despair.  The  remedy  Is  at 
hand  If  we  are  willing  to  apply  it.  The  oxygen 
is  here  if  we  are  willing  to  ttiake  use  of  it.  The 
difficulty  about  people  who  are  axphyxlated  or 
suffocated  or  benumbed  with  cold  Is  that  they 
are  too  often  perfectly  willing  to  die.  They 
haven't  the  energy  to.  voluntarily  apply  the  speci¬ 
fics  for  their  recovery.  Somebody  must  come 
along  and  shout  repentance  to  theoi.  They  must 
be  dragged  out  of  bed  and  put  on  their  feet  and, 
like  one  overcome  with  morphine,  made  to  walk. 
But  they  must  do  it  themselves.  “Repent  and  do 
the  first  work."  If  your  chilreh  Is  In  this  condi¬ 
tion.  get  down  on  your  knees  and !  pour  out  your 
soul  to  God.  Don’t  whine  to  -omebody  else.  Just 
accept  your  responsibility.  Confess  your  sin, 
your  numbness  to  God.  Turn  front’  sin  and  Indif¬ 
ference.  Plead  in  your  own  soul,  and  be  patient 
and  prayerful  with  others  until  you  see  health 
returning  and  strength  coming  buck  into  the 
rhurch. 


APPEARANCE  OF  EVIL 

It  is  a  pity  to  take  the  wind  out  -of  some  of  our 
people's  exhortation,  who  are  fond  of  quoting 
from  the  old  version,  "Abstain  from  all  appear¬ 
ance  of  evil.”  But  it  Is  a  greater  pity  to  hear  the 
scriptures  constantly  abused  by-  making  them 
tearh  what  they  don’t  teach  and  what  is  not 
true,  and  ought  not  to  be  true.  Perhaps  this 
short  article  will  not  prevent  the  continued  mis¬ 
use  of  that  Bible  passage,  but  It  is  intended  to 
do  what  It  can  in  that  direction. 

The  American  Revised  Version  translates  It 
correctly,  "Abstain  from  every  for(n  of  evil.”  It 
Is  not  binding  upon  us  to  abstain  from  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  evil,  for  a  thing  might  appear  to  be 
evil  to  some  people  which  Is  a  very  essential 
good.  Just  as  a  thing  may  appear  to  be  good 
which  Is  decidedly  evil.  For  examble  there  are 
those  to  whom  vivlseetlon  appears  tq  be  evil.  They 
think  the  cutting  into  the  live  body  of  a  dog  or 
rabbit  Is  a  cruelty  which  Ought  ndt  to  be  per- 
niltted  But  there  is  a  very  large  body  of  people, 
certainly  a  large  majority  of  those  who  make  a 
business  of  relieving  pain  and  curing  disease  in 
people,  who  think  that  cutting  lnt)o  and  examin¬ 
ing  a  living  dog  may  show  how  to  save  the  life 
of  a  man.  We  can't  go  according  to  appearances. 

A  person  who  Is  simply  avoiding  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  evil  Is  like  a  horse  which  Is  always  dodg¬ 
ing  from  shadows,  or  a  child  who  Is  looking 
through  his  grandfather's  epectaclcs  and  imagine* 
the  floor  Is  rising  up  in  front  of  him.  It  is  not 
the  appearance  of  evil  that  Is  to  lie  shunned. 
That  It  only  to  make  one  a  superficial  and  In¬ 
sincere  casuist.  But  we  are  to  “abstain  from 
every  form  of  evil."  It  takes  many  forms.  It 
can  change  shape  often  enough  and  radically 
enoght  to  pnt  Proteus  to  shame.  Whatever 
form  It  presents,  we  sre  to  sbsttin  from  It

During  the  second  quarter  we  shall

The  word  'therefore'  grinds  the  groat 
doctrinal  part  of  this  epistle  to  the 
practical.  In  Paul's  flunking.  practi¬ 
cal  Christian  living  grows  out  of  deep 
set  religious  conviction*  The  mercies 
of  (lod  are  the  working  reason  for  all 
our  consecration.  The  blessings  of 
God's  love  and  graoe  Manifest  in  the 
work  of  Jeeus  Christ  .ought  to  and 
will  produce  a  stalwart  rharacter. 

For  the  outward  life  $f  consecration 
the  law  is,  “present  your  bodies  a  liv¬ 
ing  Sacrifice";  self-surrender  Is  a  basal 
principle  of  the  kingdom.  This  active 
self  control,  or  surrender  to  God,  will 
bring  about  the  exercise  of  a  censor¬ 
ship  over  the  Impressions  that  come  to 
u*  from  without,  the  ytgld  subjuga¬ 
tion  of  our  appetites  pod  passions, 
and  the  presentation  of  jail  our  activi¬ 
ties  as  an  offering  upon'  God'a  altar. 

Fqr  the  Inward  life  df  consecration 
the  law  Is,  "be  yo  transformed  by  the 
renewing  of  your  mlqd".  Spiritual 
Improvement  comes  through  a  change 
of  Viewpoint,  or  bettef,  through  a 
rhange  of  convictions,  and  our  reli¬ 
gious  convictions  are  remoulded  and 
re-shaped  as  we  come  Injto  a  fuller  ap¬ 
preciation  of  the  merries  of  Ood 
through  Jesus  Christ.  We  need  not 
expert  any  revolution  M  character  as 
long  as  we  follow  the  Moral  fashions 
of  the  age,  for  they  are  as  changeable 
us  the  fashions  In  clotihes,  and  just 
us  whimsical;  permanent  change  In 
our  spiritual  life  is  due  jo  undevlatlng 
allegiance  to  the  agelesi)  principles  of 
the  fruth  of  God. 

One  result  of  the  renewing  of  our 
mind  Is  that  we  may  $rove  or  sanc¬ 
tion  what  Is  the  "good  f»d  acceptable 
and  perfect  will  of  God.’l  We  are  able 
to  judge  more  correctly  the  things  that 
are  In  accordance  with  t$«  will  of  Ood;

Abraham  by  climbing  these  stairs.  I  was  very 

by  works,  much  amused  with  one  man  who 

suffering  with  some 
i  kind  of  trouble.  He  had  folded  a 
,  newspaper  to  make  It  easier  on  his 
knees.  Luther,  under  conviction  of 
sin  sought  peace  by  doing  penance, 
but  while  climbing  these  stairs  we 
are  told  that  a  voire  spoke  to  his 
soul  saying:  "The  Just  shall  live  by 
faith."  He  became  so  Intense  In  re¬ 
gard  to  this  blessed  new  doctrine  that 
he  ruled  out  the  book  of  James  and 
called  it  an  “Epistle  of  straw.”  Later 
on.  however,  he  delighted  In  preach¬ 
ing  many  sermons  on  James.  Some 
go  to  the  other  extreme.  This  was 
the  case  with  the  Galatians.  You  re¬ 
member  Paul  writes  to  them  and  says 
In  the  third  chapter:  “O  foolish  Gala¬ 
tians,  who  hath  bewitched  you,  that 
ye  should  not  obey  the  truth,  before 
whose  eyes  Jesus  Oh  r  let  hath  been 
evidently  set  forth,  crucified  among 
you?  This  only  would  I  learn  of 
you,  Received  ye  the  Spirit  by  the 
works  of  the  law  or  by  the  hearing 
faith?  Are  ye  so  foolish?  Having 
begun  in  the  Spirit,  are  ye  now  made 
perfect  by  the  flesh?  ”  They  made 
the  sad  mistake  so  many  make  today 
!n  bellevelng  that  they  were  Justified 
before  God  by  both  faith  and  works. 
Dr.  Scofield  reminds  us  that  both 
Paul  and  James  use  Abraham  as  an 
example.  Paul  says:  "Abraham  be¬ 
lieves!  God  and  It  was  accounted  unto 
him  for  righteousness.”  James  says: 
"We  (  not  Abraham  our  father.  Justi¬ 
fied  by  works?”  And  Paul  and 
James  do  not  contradict  each  other. 
Paul  refers  to  Abraham  when  he  was 
an  old  man,  well  past  age  and  as  good 
as  dead,  end  his  wife,  Sarah,  the 
same,  and  yet  to  them  are  born  chil¬ 
dren  as  the  stars  In  the  sky  for  mul¬ 
titude  As  the  sands  that  are  by  the 
saa  shore— Innumerable.

minds  us  that  Abraham  staggered  not 
nt  the  promise.

Onj  Sunday  afternoon*  we  have 
quite  a  different  type  of  cjlass.  The 
morning  class  goes  to  school  adlly  and 
has  learned  something  about  disci¬ 
pline  and  studying,  but  the;  afternoon 
class  Is  quite  another  stijry.  Here 
we  have  seventy-five  to  on|e  hundred 
and  forty  children.  The  tlrst  few 
times  they  come  they  are  extremely 
dirty.  Faces,  hands  and  ;  head  and 
clothes  coaid  well  stan4  washing, 
combing  and  sterilising,  j  Many  of 
the  smaller  ones,  especially  the  ba¬ 
bies,  have  sore  eyes  and  frequently 
the  disease  Is  tracoma.  |  We  have 
tried  whenever  possible  toi  put  medl- 
rtne  In  the  eyes,  but  sofno  of  the 
children  still  are  afraid  thkt  the  for¬ 
eigner  Will  gouge  out  the  eyes  and 
use  them  to  make  medlflne.  Just 
recently  one  little  girl  cam(o  bringing 
In  her  arms  a  frail  baby  Bister  who 
had  sore  eyes,  and  the  file*  kept  get¬ 
ting  on  them  making  the  poor  little 
thing  more  miserable  than  ever. 
When  I  offered  to  drop  some  medicine 
into  the  baby's  eyes  I  found  the  kittle 
girl  frantic  to  get  away.  On  seeing 
my  astonished  look  the  bther  chil¬ 
dren  told  me  that  the  child  was 
afraid  that  if  I  put  drops  into  the 
baby's  eyes  and  the  mother  heard  of 
It  she  would  beat  her  severely.  Poor 
little  babyl  I  don’t  think  the  will 
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stay  In  this  cruel  world  long  anyway. 
Poor  little  girl!  She  has  not  been 
iback  to  ou*1  Sunday  afternoon  meet¬ 
ing  slope.  Pti-hupa  someday  she  vM 
jtonie  again  uud  hot  lie  so  fearful. 

I, The  eyesight  of  these  babies  could 
|  often  be  saved  If  they  could  have 
them  washed  and  a  little  medical 
'  al  l  given  to  them. 

W.  ave  a  dream  out  here.  It  ts 
a  day  dream,  but  one  we  hope  soon 
to  put  In  operation  here.  We  want 
to  open  a  kindergarten  where  we 
Can  have  the  children  every  day  In  J 
the  week  Instead  of  Just  ono  hour 
on  Sunday  afternoon.  Here  In  at.  j 
iitmosp'  ere  of  Christian  love  they  cat 
lie  taught  to  play  clean  healthful 
games  and  sing  happy  helpful  songs 
and  their  plastic  lives  can  be  'mounded 
for  the  Kingdom  of  Cod.  .They  will 
be  taughtfthe  Bible  verses  and  stories 
Instead  .of  learning  only  idle,  super¬ 
stitious  tales  which  they  hear  at 
home.  They  will  be  taught  to  love 
and  appreciate  good  clean  pictures 
instead  of  'he  paper  gjds  .nat  hang 
on  tpeir  walls  and  gates  at  home. 
Not  long  ago  a  little  fellow  began  to 
icry  when  the  mother  said  she  would 
take  down  her  gods  and  worship  only 
the  true  Cod.  On  being  asked  what 
the  trouble  was  se  said,  “I  do  not 
want  you  to  take  away  the  only  Pic¬ 
ture  we  have."  The  visiting  mis¬ 
sionary  quieted  hint  by  promising  to 
bring  him  a  nicer  picture  to  take  Its 
plnco.  That  picture  was  one  from 
an  old  Sunday  School  primary  lesson 
scroll  which  had  been  sent  from 
America.  When  Che  little  fellow 
heard  of  this  lie  was  perfectly  satis¬ 
fied  to  give  up  the  horrid  picture  of 
the  god.  If  tills  is  true  of  one  child 
who  wanted  to  keep  the  god  up  In  his 
home  because  It  was  a  bright  picture 
thore  are  many  other  little  folks  In 
China  who  could  be  taught  to  love 
and  desire  good  clean  pictures  In 
the  home1  rather  than  the  gods  which 
they  have  there  now.  Then  should 
we  not  cultivate  this  desire  and  In  | 
this  way  help  these  children  to  do  \ 
away  with  their  gods  while  they  are  j 
small  and  know  that  If  we  train  a 
child  In  the  way  he  should  go.  when  j 
he  Is  old  he  will  not  depart  from  It. 
Here  In  the  kindergarten  we  will  lay 
our  foundation  for  future  native  pas¬ 
tors  and  .teachers  and  home  makers. 

If  you  who  are  praying  at  home 
could  only  realise  what  this  will  mean 
to  the  work  and  to  the  spread  of  the 
gospel  In  China  you  would  know  then  ! 
how  our  hearts  long  to  see  this  dream  j 
fulfilled.
